NETHERLANDS URGES

Pressure Brought to Bear 
on Hitler to Receive U.S.

LONDON, Nov. 16.—The Cabinet 
awaited today the Nazi reaction to 
a Jewish mass migration plan at- 
tributed to United States Ambassa- 
dor Joseph P. Kennedy. 

The proposal to move the Ger- 
man Jews to North. and South 
America and to parts of the British 
Empire was laid before the Cabinet 
at its regular Wednesday meeting. 

Consultations -are under way 
among Great Britain, the United 
States, France, Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands, Denmark and Switzerland 


on the problem growing out of the 
anti-Semitic measures in Germany. 

Official sources said the British 
Government was considering call- 
ing a meeting of an intergovern- 
mental committee on refugees set 
up at Evian-Les-Bains, France, last 
July. 

No Reply From Berlin. 

Britain also is considering the 
status of a contemplated visit to 
Berlin by George Rublee of the 
United States, head of the commit- 
tee, who wants to discuss with Nazi 
representatives some means of 
starting the orderly emigration of 


refugees. It was said the British) 


Government may bring further 
pressure on Berlin to receive Rub- 
lee. 

It was stated authoritatively that 

diplomatic representatives of the 
31 Powers represented at Evian- 
Les-Bains had made separate rep- 
resentations to the Berlin Foreign 
Office about two weeks ago re- 
questing that Rublee be received. 
No answer has been made by Ber- 
lin, however, beyond the statement 
that the request would be consid- 
ered.

Suggests Flying to Hitler. 

A unique proposal was made by 
one Jew—that a deputation of Brit- 
ish Jews should fly to see Hitler 
and plead with him just as Prime 
Minister Chamberlain flew to Ger- 
many during the Czechoslovak 
crisis. 

Chamberlain last night received 
a Jewish delegation which urged 
that immigration quotas in British 
territory be lifted to aid their peo- 
ple. 

Unless the United States were to 
revise its present quota system, 
British colonies and dominions and 
South American countries appeared 
to be the most likely places for set- 
tlement.

DALADIER DECLARES 
FRANCE WON'T GIVE ANY 
COLONIES TO GERMANY 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Nov. 16. 
REMIEB EDOUARD DA- 
LADIER declared today that 
his government would cede 
no colonies to Germany and that 
it would protect the colonial in- 
tegrity of France as established 
after the World War. 

No cession of colonial terri- 
tories has even been considered, 
he said in a statement to the 
press designed to quiet ques- 
tions, especially from members 
of Parliament. 

The Chamber of Deputies 
Committee on Colonies demand- 
ed yesterday that the Govern- 
ment make no commitments on 
the return to Germany of war- 
lost colonies in response to 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s demands. 

Togoland and Cameroons are 
held by France under League of 
Nations mandate, These have 
frequently been mentioned 
among the territories that might 
be handed back to Germany. 


Kennedy and British officials have 
not been worked out, it was said. 
Should it succeed it would result in 
one of the greatest migrations of 
Jews in modern times. There are 
about 600,000 Jews in Germany. 

There has been a steady stream 
of Jews from Germany since Hitler 
came to power in 1933, but no great 
number has left at any one time. 
Thousands also have migrated from 
Poland. 

Many went to Palestine, but few 
can hope to reach there now while 
Britain is trying to placate the 
Arabs.

World War forces, today declared 
the union would fight if neces- 
sary to retain its mandate over 
Southwest Africa, former German 
colony. 

In a speech here the veteran cam- 
paigner termed a “sacred trust” the

“We are going to defend South 
Africa and its vital interests, in- 
cluding Southwest Africa, to the 
uttermost,” he said. 

Smuts was chief of the forces 
which ousted Germany from Africa 
as a colonial power during the 
World War. Then he went to En- 
gland and served as member of the 
Empire's war council and later be- 
came Premier of the South African 
Union. Now he is the dominion’s 
Minister of Justice. 

Speaking of Defense Minister Os- 
car Pirow’s current visit to Eutope 
Smuts declared, “Pirow has gone to 
see if he can get from the British 
Government and British manufac- 
turers the means of defense which 
are vitally necessary for protection

MTKITTRICK SUES BANK 


FOR INSURANCE FUND 


Asks Court to Order Central 
Missouri Trust Co. to Turn 
Over $2,748,265. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 16.— 
Attorney-General McKittrick, act- 
ing for the State Insurance Depart- 
ment, filed suit in Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court today against the Cen- 
tral Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson 
City for $2,748,265 and 6 per cent 
interest, deposited with the bank 
as insurance funds. 

The $2,748,265, representing ex- 
cess premiums paid by policyhold- 
ers in the 10 per cent fire insurance 
rate reduction case, was awarded 
in full to the policyholders by the 
State Supreme Court last April. 

The Cole County Court, in which 
the 10 per cent case was originally 


heard, had ordered the excess premi- 


ums impounded and deposited in 
the Central Missouri Trust Co. 

The Supreme Court in its April 
decision ruléd the Cole County 
Court had no jurisdiction over the 
funds. McKittrick asserted in his 
suit today that at the time the 
bank “received said money, it knew 
that said money belonged to the 
policyholders of Missouri and that 
the Superintendent of the Insur- 
ance Department was the lawful 
custodian thereof.” 

The bank filed a suit last Thurs- 
day asking the Cole County Court 
to decree that it had acted rightly 
in paying out $390,768 of the money 
‘deposited with it. 

The $390,768 represented refunds 
to policyholders; fees paid to L. H. 
Cook and H. P. Lauf, Jefferson City 
attorneys who were custodians and 
commissioners of the fund, and 
their attorney, Gilbert Lamb of Salis- 
bury ;and expenses incurred by the 
custodians. 

The bank explained it had no rea- 
son to believe the Cole County Court 
was without jurisdiction until the 
Supreme Court decision and felt it- 
self obligated to pay out the money 
when checks were presented, The 
bank said it stood ready to pay over 
$2,360,488 to the Insurance Depart- 


ment, or the original sum less the 


money paid out.

KIONAPING TORTURE 
HSE OTLNED TO UR 


State Says It Will Show Doc- 
tor Intended to Mutilate 
Victim,

OLYMPIA, Wash., Nov. 16.—Dis- 

trict Attorney Smith Troy said to- 

day at the kidnaping-torture trial 


that the State would prove Berry 
attempted to inflict upon Irving 
Baker “the most horrible sort of 
torture that can be perpetrated

The physician’s alleged com- 
panions, Troy said, thwarted his 
efforts “through forcible interven- 
tion.” 

Berry, 50 years old, is accused of 
kidnaping and torturing er, 
‘former Coast Guard officer, Police 
said that at Berry’s arrest last 
August he said he suspected Baker 
of intimacies with Mrs. Berry, 27. 

Eight men and four women are 
on the jury. 

Telling what the State will at- 
tempt to prove of the torturing of 
baker, Troy said: 

“As Baker lay helpless on the 
ground, securely tied so he could 
make no resistance, Dr. Berry com- 
menced to inflict the most horrible 
sort of torture that can be perpe- 
trated upon a man. 

“This torture extended the great- 
er part of an hour, or even longer, 
during which. time Berry kicked 
the helpless and defenseless bound 
victim in the groin and other parts 
of the body. 

“Berry, his brutal desires still un- 
satisfied, went to his car, got his 
surgeon’s knife from his physician’s 
kit and announced his intention to 
mutilate his helpless victim.” 

Only through the “reluctance of 
the other members of the kidnap 
party” to allow the affair to pro- 
ceed, and “then only through forc- 
ible intervention” was Berry 
thwarted, Troy charged. 

Continuing, the prosecutor said 
Berry then used a pair of pliers

the Western Hemisphere must look 
to each other for economic security. 
He explressed anew, however, the 
view that it was possible to go too 
far in preparing defenses, 

“I think,” he said, “that it is pos- 
‘sible to overdo preparations for de- 
fense but I do not bélieve we have 
reached that place yet.” 

“Unspeakable,” Says Bailey. 

Senator Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina), said, What's going on 
in Germany is unspeakable and I 
wish I could think that a protest 
by our country would arrest that 
cruelty.” 

Bailey said “the game thing hap- 
pened in Russia, only it was worse.

“Both Germany and Russia 
should illustrate to the American 
people the value of our Constitu- 
tion and the right of a citizen to 
go to the courts to get justice,” he 
added.

Wayman, legal adviser of the Board 
of Estimate, was in Washington, 
Tilles was asked to return at a later 
meeting. The Board of Estimate is 
composed of the Mayor, Comptrol- 
ler and President of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Value of Stock Collapses. 

The preferred stock, taken by the 
city in 1928 at a value of $100 4 
share, sold on the local market to- 
day at this year’s top price, $2.37% 
a share, 25 shares being sold. At 
that price, the city’s holding would 
be worth .$37,553.50; but it is not 
considered likely that the city 
could get any such price for its en- 
tire holding, as transactions in the 
stock have been in small volume, 
and only 316 shares have been sold 
locally in 1938. In 1935 the stock 
sold at 10 cents a share. 

In the 1928 reorganization of the 
old United Railways Co., creating 
the present Public Service Co., the 
city had a $2,431,867 claim against 
the old company, based on the mill- 
per-passenger tax. It had the op- 
tion of receiving, in settlement of 
this claim, either $810,622 cash or 
twice that amount in preferred 
stock of the new company at a 
$100 par value. By vote of the 
Board of Aldermen, it took the 
stock, 16,212 shares. Victor Miller 
was Mayor at the time. After the 
decline began, it sold 400 shares at 
$83, realizing $33,200. The city re- 
ceived $336,252 in dividends before 
the payment of dividends ceased. 

Thus, the city has realized $369,-

First Member to Resign. 

Cummings is the first member 
of Roosevelt's Cabinet to resign. 
There have been two losses by 
death, Secretary of the Treasury 
Woodin and Secretary of War 
Dern. 

Cummings was one of the prin- 
cipal authors of the President's ill- 
fated Supreme Court plan and di- 
rected the unsuccessful strategy for 
its adoption. Although the bill was 
stopped in the Senate by a coali- 
tion of Democrats and Republicans, 
Cummings, like the President, has 
contended that the introduction of 
the bill forced a change of attitude 
in the Supreme Court toward pro- 
gressive legislation. This view was 
reflected in an announcement to- 
day by the Department of Justice 
reviewing the Cummings adminis- 
tration, which said under the head- 
ing of “recovery legislation and the 
Constitution“: 

“In addition to the gold cases, 
the Department of Justice under 
Attorney-General Cummings was 
responsible for the. thousands of 
lawsuits attacking or enforcing re- 
covery legislation such as the Na- 
tional Recovery Act, Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, the labor legisla- 
tion, and bituminous: coal regula- 
tion. The volume of this litigation 
was unprecedented. There were 
1000 cases in the lower courts be- 
fore the NRA was finally declared 
invalid by the Supreme Court in 
May, 1935. More than 2000 suits 
attacked the tax provisions of the 
AAA before the Supreme Court in 
January, 1936, pronounced the act 
invalid. The institution of 100 
cases preceded the similar defeat 
of the Coal Act in May, 1936. Only 
the abrogation of the gold clause 
and the TVA had survived in the 
Supreme Court. Soon, however, co- 
incident with the advancement of 
new proposals for judicial reform 
and the retirement of some Judges 
during the first half of 1936, the 
Public Utility Holding Company 
Act, the National Labor Relations 
Act, and the Social Security Act 
survived in the courts. A new trend 
of judicial decision had been in- 
augurated.” 

In the reports last spring Cum- 
mings was said to be about to 
form a law partnership with Bruce 
Kremer, former Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman from Mon- 
tana, who has built up a highly 
lucrative practice in Washington 
since the advent of the Roosevelt 
New Deal. Kremer was forced to 
resign as National Committeeman 
when the President denounced 
“political lawyers” who sought to 
cash in on their political connec- 
tions. He is still a power in Demo- 
cratic circles: The Cummings and 
Kremer families went abroad to- 
gether in 1937. Another possible 
law partner, according to Wash- 
ington rumors, is William Stanley 
of Maryland, who was one of Cum- 
mings’ immediate assistants in the 
early days of the New Deal.

Suggestion for Mr. Hart. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial, “If This Be Con- 

tempt—” (Nov. 4), you give only a par- 
tial list of discreditable acts of some of 
our Judges, and justify the criticisms you 
have from time to time leveled at them. 
Whenever Judges have been criticised, 
the criticisms, with few exceptions, have 
been deserved, and in the exceptional 
cases, retraction could easily have been 
secured by, calling the publisher’s atten- 
tion to facts overlooked or misunderstood. 

If Luke E. Hart would like to render a 
réal service to the public, he would have 
the Lawyers’ ‘Association appoint a com- 
mittee to look into the matter of the 
wholesale removals of probation officers 
of the Juvenile Court, the appointment 
of their successors and the important 
quéstion of whether the Circuit Court has, 
in making these appointments, disregard- 
ed the laws of the State. The Juvenile 
Court law requires appointment of chief 
probation officer and probation officers 
of that court to be made on the basis of 
merit and after competitive examination. 

The committee might inquire what is 
meant by a competitive examination. Does 


it mean that the person best qualified, 


according to the results of the examina- 
tion, is to be appointed, or that the Court 
may appoint the fourth or tenth best? 
The reports of the examining board might 
also be scrutinized, and inquiry might 
be made as to whether political consider- 
ations determined the appointments. 
Here is work for a competent and 
courageous committeee and an oppor- 
tunity for Mr. Hart to render à real 
public service. Will he take advantage 
of it? A safe prediction is that he will 
not, JANUS.

the heart—is the heart—of the CIO movement, and 
it is @ principle that is bound to prevail because it 
is the inescapable outgrowth of conditions in the 
Machine Age. In the current labor controversy, 
many of us overlook the woods because some of the 
trees seem so forbidding. 
There is a current supposition that the CIO is 
merely the lengthened shadow of John L. Lewis; 
that it is an organization formed by him for his 
personal aggrandizement, and that Lewis is a d . 
ous. radical who ig seeking to subvert American in- 
stitutions. To a large extent, of course, ‘the CIO 
is Lewis’ creation. He is its organizer and its leader. 
But if Lewis had not created the CIO, it would have 
been created by someone else. Likewise, regardless 
of the fortunes of Lewis, the principle of industrial 
unionism is here to stay. 

And perhaps it may be of value to attempt to 
clarify the fundamental causes of the CIO-AFL war, 
to bring the woods into focus. The AFL was organ- 
ized at a time when the national economy was far 
simpler than it is today. It is a federation made 
up of organizations of skilled craftsmen—printers, 
stonemasons, machinists, electricians, and so on-—to 
which has been applied the term “aristocracy of la- 
bor.” It is reminiscent of the guild system of the 
Middle Ages, when each craft was a law unto itself 
and admission was highly selective. Great masses 
of workers with no special skill have found no 
place in the AFL, and have been compelled to or- 
ganize separately or not at all. In most cases, it 
has been not at all. Under the leadership, or lack 
of it, of the AFL, the American labor movement has 
been static for years. 

In the day of the small factory and shop, the AFL 
functioned well. But in these days of mass pro- 
duction, the craft principle is unworkable as an or- 
ganising technique. In a single large plant of today, 
a score or more of crafts may be represented, along 
with thousands of employes who do not fit into a 
craft category. This condition has given rise to 
jurisdictional disputes, causing disastrous delays and 
financial losses to labor and capital alike. It has 
forced employers to deal with many different unions 
in fixing wages and hours of work, rather than with 
a single one. And it has denied the benefits of Sol- 
lective bargaining to huge numbers of workers. 

Under the industrial principle, as it has been em- 
ployed, for example, in the United Mine Workers, all 
men in the mines, regardless of the differing nalure 
of their work, belong to a single union. The prin- 
ciple is even more readily applicable to huge indus- 
trial enterprises like steel and motor manufacture, 
where the progress of invention has eliminated to a 
large extent the need for special skills and crafts- 
manship. Numerous attempts of the AFL to or- 
ganize the steel industry failed because it was ap- 
proached from the craft basis instead of on the basis 
of all employes in the industry. 

Lewis, who has been head of the United Mine 
Workers for many years, saw that organization of 
labor by crafts, while admirably suited to an econ- 
omy of handicraft operation, small-scale production 
and petty trade, has become an anachronism in an 
economy of mechanized mass production. When he 
began to experiment with this basic theory, he was 
phenomenally successful in the organization of the 
steel, automobile and other mass production indus- 
tries. 

The AFL profited by Lewis’ success because many 
employers who had successfully resisted the AFL in 
the past rushed into its arms in the belief that it 
is less “radical” than the CIO, and that President 
William Green is a more stable and conservative in- 
fluence than Lewis. At the same time, the AFL, 
fearful the industrial union principle would sweep 
away some of its own unions—a fear that was borne 
out—began the feud which still rages. 

The consequence of Wholesale defection of AFL 
unions, of course, would be the loss by hundreds: of 
labor leaders who now enjoy handsome pay, perqui- 
sites and power of office. The AFL is a bureaucracy 
so tenacious of its position that it is willing to 
jeopardize the American labor movement at its most 
promising stage in order to retain that position. 

At bottom, there is no question of radicalism and 
conservatism between the CIO and the AFL, though, 
of course, such methods of the CIO as the sit-down 
strike, which this newspaper has condemned, are 
definitely radical. Apart from such methods, how- 
ever, the fundamental question is whether labor or- 
ganization igs still to be dominated by horse-and- 
buggy technique or whether it is to be modernized. ‘ 
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LESSONS FROM BARCELONA. 

By now, certainly, what Barcelona officials say on 
the subject of air bombardments carries the weight 
of authority. Up to last August, the city had been 
attacked from the air on 92 occasions, with eagual- 
ties running into the thousands. It is the consensus 
that the anti-aircraft gun is a failure, and that the 
best defense against bombing planes is pursuit ships, 
which meet the attackers in their own element. 

This sounds like a truism, yet millions of dollars 
are being spent here and elsewhere on anti-aircraft 
guns and equipment, much of which will be wasted 
if Barcelona’s experience is repeated. The nature 
of that city’s anti-aircraft defenses is, of course, a 
military secret, but it is a reasonable supposition 
that the equipment is of the best and latest type, with 
sound detectors and other contrivances, As for the 
sound detectors, the German and Italian bombers 
have made them useless on many occasions by com- 
ing in at great altitudes and cutting their motors 
Often the sirens giving the alarm have sounded only 
after a raid has begun. 

Since the loyalist Government is wanting in air- 
craft, Barcelona has remained unprotected by fight- 
ing ships for considerable periods, but it is safe 
to say that if fast pursuit planes had been available. 
many deaths in that harried city would have been 
averted. 

Another interesting fact is that, while Barcelona's 
air refuges have been constructed so that they may 
quickly be made gas-proof, the necessity has not 
arisen. No gas is being used in Spain, apparently 
because the new-type liquid air bomb is more effective 
than gas would be. Since Spain is a laboratory for 
the testing of war materials, it is reasonable to

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GOOD-BY TO MR. CUMMINGS. 

Mr. Cummings’ retirement from the Cabinet will 
go unlamented. In the great office of Attorney- 
General, he was a colorless and anemic figure, never 
rising for a moment above the dull level of medioc- 
rity and, in some causes, such as the Hague business 
in New Jersey, giving rise to the ugly suspicion 
that the Department of Justice was not interested 
in the great principle of civil liberties when it 
happened to be trampled upon by a vice-chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee and a power- 
ful boss who could deliver votes to the party! 

Mr. Cummings was a political accident. Sudden 
death overtook the President's first selection for the 
Attorney-Generalship, a selection that was, we be- 
lieve, almost universally respected, if not applauded. 
Thomas J. Walsh of Montana, who sérved in the 
United States Senate, was the “sea-green incor- 
ruptible” of American politics. It was he Who ex- 
posed the Teapot Dome scandal and who distin- 
guished himself in that controversy, as in many 
others, by his fairness, dignity, his deep devotion to 
the public interest and his magnificent uprightness 
of character. :

These expropriations not only 
open up patronage for the younger 
men of the revolutionary party; 
they also provide the party with 
funds of which a dictatorship is al- 
ways in need because of its inordi- 
nately unproductive expenditures. 
All property which does not serve 
the immediate purposes of the dic- 
tatorship is in principle subject to 
confiscation. But the property which 
it is most desirable to confiscate is, 
of course, the property of those who, 
having been wronged by the regime, 
are hated as men hate only those 
whom they have wronged, and then 
the property of those who, because 
they can never in their hearts ac- 
cept the regime, will always provide 
points of resistance to it. 
Thus if we study the thing, seek- 
ing to understand what we are un- 
able to prevent, we see that in the 
madness there is method.

William Benson Mayo of Detroit, 
President of the United Aircraft 
Corporation, testified concerning 
negotiations of the Ford Motor Co. 
in 2020 and 1921 to acquire the 
Norsk Aluminum Co. of Norway 
and also to Muscle Shoals 
from the United States Govern- 
ment. At that time Mayo was chief 
engineer of the Ford company. 

As United States District Judge 
Francis G. Caffey barred Mayo 
from answering a direct question 
as to the price Ford would have 
been willing to pay for Muscle 
Shoals, Walter L. Rice, the Gov- 
ernment attorney, said: 

“We * aang to show that at 
about time that the Ford Motor 
Co. was negotiating for the acquisi- 
tion of the Norsk company and con- 
templating the up ing of an 
aluminum business the United 
States, the Aluminum Co. of 
America got very busy and acquired 
control of the Norsk company to 
defeat potential competition.”

Supreme power in the new con- 
gress is vested in its conventions to 
be held in October or November of 
each year. Here each national or 
international union or organizing 
committee is given one vote for 
each of its members. CIO indus 
trial unions, which—like the fed- 
eral unions of the A. F. of L.—are 
not affiliated with an international, 
get representation on the same ba- 
sis, unlike the federation's federals, 
which have almost no voice in its 
conventions — a fact that brought 
many of them into the CIO. 


Constituent organizations are en- 
titled to convention delegates in 
proportion to their size, beginning 


5000 members or less, and going as 
high as 10 for a union of more than 
200,000. Lach local industrial union 
and industrial union council, how- 
ever, would have at least one dele-. 
gate. 

But these delegates would cast 
votes strictly in accord with the 
membership of the bodies they rep- 
resent as indicated by the payment 
of per capita tax to the congress. 


Like A. F. of L. Setup. 


This provision is identical with 
the A. F. of L. setup, except that 
the latter provides one vote for 
every 100 members. Labor poli- 
ticians in the Federation have on 
occasion assured themselves of suf- 
ficient voting power by paying per 
capita taxes in excess of the 
amount warranted by their actual 
membership. Whether such tactics 
could be prevented in the new con- 
gress was felt to depend on the in- 
terpretation of a “police power” geo- 
tion in the proposed constitution. 

However, numerically strong un- 
ions like the United Mine Workers, 
the Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 


ers and the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers could certainly dominate 
the congress through a pooling of 
their big blocks of votes, 

The per capita tax of internation- 
als and organizing committees will 
be fixed at 5 cents per member per 
month, if the Constitution Commit- 
tee’s draft is adopted. This com- 
pares with a 1 cent per member 
tax in the A. F. of L., although 
that body is now collecting an extra 
penny for anti-CIO war chest, The 
tax for local industrial unions, which 
goes directly to national headquar- 
ters, was set at 50 cents the month 
as compared with the 35-cent tax 
paid by A. F. of L. federal unions. 


Executive Board of 45. 


The actual conduct of the busi- 
ness of the congress is placed in 
the hands of a president, two vice- 
presidents, a secretary and an ex- 
ecutive board of 45 members, In ad- 
dition to the four officers, the board 
is made up of a representative of 
each of the 41 constituent organiza- 
tions of the CIO. All of theseemem- 
bers would be elected at the annual 
conventions. The size of the board 
would be increased automatically 
with the admission of new interna- 
tionals to the organization. 


The power to admit new unions 
or to form industrial union coun- 
ellas in various areas is reserved 
to be the executive board by the 
proposed constitution. It also is 
empowered to name the successor 
of any officer, other than the pres- 
ident, in the event of death or res- 
ignation, such appointee to serve 
the unexpired term. In the case 
of the presidency, the vacancy may 
be filled only by a special conven- 
tion. This is a departure from the 
A. F. of L. plan, which permitted 
its executive council to designate 
William A. Green as the successor 
of the late Sam Gompers. 

In general, the proposed consti- 
tution provides that the executive 
board shall carry out the instruc- 
tions of conventions and direct the 
affairs of the congress between 
these gatherings. The board, of 
course, is granted the power to set 
up necessary departments and com- 
mittees, and to manage finances 
and real estate as the trustee of 
the congress. 

It ig expected to meet at least 
twice a year, and Bpecial meetings 
may be called by the president or 
by a majority of its own members. 
In case of a roll call at a board 
meeting, members vote in propor- 
tion to the numerical strength of 
their unions.

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HOLDEN BAEK ONSTIN 
IN COTTON BELT CASE 


Extend of Control by Southern 
Pacific Issue in Hearing on 
$18,352,575 Claim. 


Hale Holden, chairman of the 
boards of the Southern Pacific and 
Cotton Belt'railroads, was recalled 
as a witness today to give further 
testimony in defense of the South- 
ern Pacific’s claim for $18,352,575 
against the Cotton Belt, which the 
latter railroad owns; at a hearing 
before Special Master Marion C. 
Early at the Federal Building. 

The hearing, in connection with 
the reorganization proceedings of 
the Cotton Belt, is on objections of 
two Duchy of Lichtenstein invest- 
ment firms to the allowance of the 
claim, which represents the pay- 
ment by the Southern Pacific of a 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion loan made to the Cotton Beit 
in 1932. 

The major question involved - is 
the extent of the control which the 
Southern Pacific exercised over the 
other railroad, as the claim has 
been attacked on the grounds that 
the Southern Pacific paid off its 
own debt in retiring the loan for 
the Cotton Belt, and that the two 
railroads are, in fact, one company. 

Holden’s Testimony. 

Holden said that while the South- 
ern Pacific owns about 87 per cent 
of the Cotton Belt stock, there are 
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but four Southern Pacific men on 
the Cotton Belt 


it was the policy of the Southern 
Pacific to operate the companies as 


independent carriers. i 
He related that in April, 1935, 2 
proposal of the Cotton Belt to save 
$1,575,000 through the purchase of 
its notes for $4,500,000 held by the 
Chase National Bank of New York 
and the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. at a discount of 35 per cent, 
failed when the Southern Pacific 
refused to guarantee a RFC loan 
for $2,925,000 for that purpose. 
He testified that as a director: of 
the Cotton Belt, he voted to make 


application for that loan, but later 
voted against the guarantee. of the, 


loan as a director of the Southern 
Pacific. Because of the refusal. to 
guarantee the loan, the RFC de- 
nied the application. Holden en- 


plained that the Cotton Belt was: 


approaching its “crisis” at -that 
time, and that the needs of the 
Southern Pacific were such that 
the company could not obligate it- 
self further. 

Operated as Separate Companies. 

The Southern Pacific first pur- 
chased 30 per cent of the Cotton. 
Belt stock on the open market, 
then made application to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in 
1930 to acquire control of the rail- 
road, he said. At a hearing on the 
application, Holden testified that 
it was the intention of the South- 
ern Pacific to operate the Cotton 
Belt as a separate company.

Three eggs, beaten. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon cloves. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-half cup buttermilk. 

Two-thirds cup mashed bananas. 

Five and one-half cups flour. 

One teaspoon soda. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

Cream fat and sugar together. 
Add eggs and let stand for 10 min- 
utes. (Doing so helps dissolve the 
sugar.) Add spices, salt, vanilla, 
buttermilk and bananas. Beat for 
two minutes. Add rest of ingredi- 
ents. Roll out small amount of 
dough at a time and cut out dough- 
nuts. Fry in deep hot fat until 
well browned. Turn to allow even 
browning.
